DEFERRED INCREASE IN MERGER 
ANNOUNCED 


—— 


Residences Are 
Not Affected 


The urgent necessity for i cer- 
tain charges for telephone service m St. 
Louis exists and has existed for more than 
a year. The introduction of these charges 
was deferred until after the completion of 
the Kinloch merger, at the request of the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, 
further deferred by this Company until 
this date, for the purpose of making cer- 
tain improvements in service. 


It is now imperative that prompt action 
be taken in the interest of service. 


Elsewhere in this issue of the “News” 
the principal adjustments are presented. 
These adjustments deal mainly with busi- 
ness telephones, charges for residence 
service not being affected. Of the 165,000 
telephones in St. Louis, £1,684 are resi- 
dence telephones. 


HISTORY OF CASE. 


The present rates in effect in St. Lous 
were granted by the Public Service Com- 
mussion, August 23, 1920, after six 
investigation. One year later the Com- 
mission again approved these rates. 


In March 1922, this Company presented 
to the people and the City Government 
of St. Louis the proposition to merge the 
Bel ! and Kinloch Systems into one unihed 

vstem so that every telephone in the city 
would be interconnected with all others. 
An increase im business rates was 28 
integral part of the proposition and wasse 
understood by the City, the Public aad 
the Commission at Jefferson City. 


**INCREASE NECESSARY™. 


When the C ommission authorized the 
merger they stated: “There will neces 
sarily be an increase per ‘phone in the 
cost of operation after the merger is com- 
plet ed, and if the merger were oe 
pleted now there would necessarily have 
to be an increase in rates.’ 


The merger was completed August 3, 
1924, so that the month of September 
was the first full calendar month of oper- 
ation since its completion. This Com- 
pany’s earnings in September are usually 

somewhat above the average, but taking 
September earnings as a basis and muliti- 
plying by 12, we find that our annual 
earnings today exceed our annual eara- 
ings in 1921 by but $265,998.

About a year ago, most of the 
concrete had been 
open to tourists. But regulations 
of the Federal Bureau of Roads 
made it necessary to allow 
fills 12 months in which to settle 
before the concrete slab could be 
laid upon them. 

Long before the fills had been 
made the road was carrying all the 
traffic it could handle. With them 
coompleted, the road is carrying 
an «verload of traffic between the 
twce cities. 

The traffic volume which jams 
the 18-foot pavement is made up 
of all the elements which fill a 
city street, a country road or a 
transcontinental highway.

For the Notebook. \ 

Tubes and batteries are about all 
that wear out in a set. / 

Porcelain insulators of #he cor- 
rugated type are best f6r use on 
aerials. 

When rope !{s used as guys for 
the aerial it should be slacked out 
during rainy weather. 

Never use oil on any working 
part of a set, as the oil will attract 
dust and will cause leakage of the 
high-frequency current. 

The ideal tength of antenna for 
reception of broadcasting stations 
is about 100 feet. An increase in 
the size of the antenna would im- 
pare its selectivity. 


Care of Headphones. 


Never remove the caps from 
headphones. This is decidedly 


harmful to the receiver; that is, f 


‘impairs the efficiency of the units 


for the following reason: When 
the phones are tested in the factory 
the receiver caps are tightened un- 
til the preesure upon the diaphragm 
is just right. This test is made with 
delicate instruments. 


Large Dials Best. 

Three-inch dials are about as 
small as will afford suitable grip 
for operating, and four-inch dials 
are better. Even a three and one- 
half inch is better than the smaller 
size. If small dials are used, how- 
ever, the principal tuning control 
ought to have a large dial and 
knob. Fine adjustment is impossi- 
ble With a tiny knob. 


Soldering Flux. 

An excellent soldering flux may 
be made by dissolving one ounce of 
resin in one ounce of alcohol. This 
mixture should be Kept in a bottle 
with a tight-fitting cork. After 
soldering a joint, wipe off excess 
soldering flux With a rag dipped in 
alcohol.

Reflex Receiver Combines} 


Great Volume With Un- 
usual Selectivity. 


The reflex type of receiver !s 


@aily gaining in favor with all 
classes of listeners. The user of a 
reflex circuit is enthusiastic on 


account ofthe beautiful tone qual- 
ity and absence of distortion. The 
next-door neighbor is In favor of 


the reflex due to the fact that it 
does not cause squeals and howls 
in his set. 

In the reflex type of receiver 
the crystal is used to change the 
current from radio to audio fre- 
quency. Up to the present time no 
rectifier of current has been found 
that can equal the crystal for 
clearness and faithfulness of re- 
production. This accounts for a 


reflex receiver>— The crystal fur- 
ther prevents any feedback of 
oscillation to the aerial that might 
cause interference with nearby 
sets. 

The Erla duo-reflex with a stage 
of push pull amplification makes a 
reflex receiver that has sufficient 
volume and power to bring in dis- 
tant stations on a loud speaker, 
and selective enough to cut through 
local stations. The receiver has but 
two controls, one for wave length 
and the other for volume. This 
makes it easier to handle than sets 
having three tuning dials to adjust. 
The circuit can be logged. 

The 23-plate variable condenser 
for tuning is placed across the se- 
lectoformer, the fixed coupler that 
replaces the usual variocoupler or 
variometer in other circuits. In 
this wav the troublesome taps and 
switch levers and the extra contro! 
dial are eliminated. The appa- 
ratus needed for this circuit is as 
follows:

The boastful murderer of five men, hanged 
for his last crime at Ville Platte, La., who, 
the day before his execution, confessed that 
he and not Smith had murdered Lee Duke. 


In making a careful review of the case be- 
fire presenting it to the Governor, Sheriff 
Helton realized that Smith’s conviction had 
come about through the weakness of his de- 
fense rather than the strength of the State's 
evidence, which was purely circumstantial. 

Duke’s body had been discovered the morn- 
ing after the crime through a miscalculation 
by his slayer or slayers. The body had been 
dragged off the Beaumont road, but whoever 
placed it failed. to see the road which crossed 
at right angles near the scene of the murder. 
This road came down from the Southern Pa- 
eific tracks and was used in hauling railroad 
ties to the right of way. In throwing the body 
off the Beaumont road, the slayer or slayers 
tad placed it too near the other road.

An effort was made to show that Duke car- 
ried about $75 with him the night of the mur- 
der.

The weakness of the State's 
case was entirely apparent, as there.was no 
evidence that Smith had profited by the nur- 
der.

Lucky to Escape Hanging 


Still, feeling in the courtroom against the 
defendant was so intense that observers say 
even now that he would have been sentenced 
to hang had the evidence been more than cir- 
cumstantial. His conviction was never in 
doubt. The jury, after a short deliberation, 
recommended the 15-year sentence. The con- 
victed man greeted the verdict bitterly. 

“A poor man hasn't any chance in this 


country,” he told the Judge. Then he 


cursed and repeated his statement about the 
fate of the poor man many @mes as he was 
hustled from the courtroom. Newspaper men 
who saw him in jail afterwards heard him in- 


sist: “I never killed that guy. I never done 


it” 

When he was dressed in at the penitentiary 
tere he refused to tell where he had lived be- 
fore going to the Orange County oil! fields. He 
declined to state whether he had a family or 
any relatives. He was listed as a “transient” 
and sent down to Harlem Prison Farm at 
Richmond to put in his stretch at hard labor. 

he foregoing facts were presented to Gov. 
Neff by the Sheriff. 
“Vidrine might have told the truth it it 


appears that he really did pawn Duke's watch 


in Hot Springs,” the Governor said. 

The watch was an important bit of evl- 
dence. Inasmuch as Smith had steadfastly 
professed to know nothing about it, and Vid- 
rine had told instantly where it could be 


found, the difference in their attitudes was 
convincing. The Governor sent te Hot 
Springs, and, in the pawnshop where Vidrine 
had said he left the timeplece, it was found. 
Duke’s widow positively identified the watch 
as belonging to her husband. 

Gov. Neff then sent for Smith. His inter- 
view with the convict was described to the 
correspondent by H. C. Connally, secretary 
of the Board of Prison Commissioners here 
at Huntsville, who went through the entire 
case as Gov. Neff’s adviser. 


Hard-Boiled Even With Governor 


“The Governor told Smith that the watch 
bad, turned up, and that there was serious 
doubt of his guilt,”’ said Connally. “He ad- 
vised him to make a clean breast of the affair, 
assuring him that his words would be taken 
in a friendly spirit. But Smith is hard-boiled, 
He told the Governor that he could add noth- 
ing to the story other than what he had re- 
lated in court. Smith was still as reticent 
about his past as ever. The Governor really 
got nothing out of him on which the mystery 
might be solved. 

‘All along the Governor's hardest task was 
in convincing himself that Smith and Vidrine 
had not been pals and had not committed the 
ruurder together. He decided, however, that 
Smith must be given the benefit of the dou 
He had been convicted and sentenced as the 
actual murderer of Duke, and, even if he wtre 
an accomplice, he should nqt be held under 
tre sentence passed at Orange.” 

Another thing which made the Governor 
hesitate over the pardon was the attitude of 
former Prosecuting Attorney Davis, who in- 
terposed vigorous objection to the pardon. 
Davis declared that Vidrine might have been 
tipped off through some “underground tele- 
graph” between the Texas prison and the 
Louisiana prison “to take the rap for the Duke 
killing and free his pal, Smith.” 

The former prosecutor argued that Vidrine 
had nothing to lose by adding one more mur- 
cer to his list. If Vidrine had any part in 


the crime, Davis said he believed, it was as the 


accomplice of Smith. There should be no 
pardon, 

Smith’s behavior while at the prison farm | 
had not been such as to make authorities 
feel kindly toward him. He had been pug- 
ished numerous times for insubordination. 
Hiis stubborn insistence that he had not killed 
Duke, however, impressed Gov. Neff. Although 
Smith did not add a single bit of evidence in 
bis favor, the Governor came to the decision 
trat the law should give Smith a chance, 

The pardoned one had not been released, 
pending receipt of the papers from Austin, 
when the correspondent was within tnterview- 
iug distance of Harlem Farm.

WASTE IN INDUSTRY. 
(From the Upholsterers’ Journal, 

: , Labor.) 

E have been told that large 
W incomes and swollen fortunes 

are the just rewards of man» 
agement. Management, we ape 
told, is responsible for increased 
productivity, hence it is entitled to 
the greatest share of the wealth 
produced by workers. 

This argument is given in “good 
times’ when workers ask fof more 
wages. In “bad times” we are told 

jthe fault lies with us. We don’t 
produce enough, we wark = short 
hours, 

put and prevent the business man 
from competing with their rivals, 
is the cry. 

Now comes the report of a com- 
mittee of 15 engineers appointed 
by Secretary Hoover, which knocks 
all of the above into a cocked hat 
and proves that the so-called wise- 
acres of American business far 
from being the apostles of efficien- 

cy are yearly the cause of waste in 


‘industry to the amount of billions 


of dollars. 

In the metal industry, manage- 
ment is found to be responsible for 
81 per cent of the waste. The labor 
turnover in this industry averages 
160 per cent, which means an an- 
nua] waste of $100,000,000 caused 
by breaking in “new” labor. 

Because of the lack of proper 
medica] attention and community 
hygiene 250,000 workers die need- 
lessly every year. The economic 
loss from preventable disease and 
death is $1,800,000,000 annually. 
Added to the testimony of the 


Stewart of the United States Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics. He stares 
that in the manufacture of pig fron 
there are blast furnaces In which 
the time cost is one hovir and 12 
minutes of one man’s time per ton 
of pig iron. 

He estimates that if the saw mill 
plants in the United States all op- 
erated under the most efficient 
plan, instead of 292,000 workers as 
at present 45,000 men would suf- 
fice. There are shoe factories 
where the output is two pairs per 
man per day, and there dre others 
where it is 12. 

All of this bears out that there 
is much waste due to inefficiency 
of management and the competi- 
tive system. It gives added 
strength to the position of organ- 
ized labor that the work-day can 
and must be made shorter and that 
we are entitled to more leisure. 

The facts prove that there is 
plenty in this land for all, and yet, 
it is also a fact thaf one out of 
every 10 persons who die in New 
York City is buried in Potter's 
Field. 

The facts indicate that those 
who now control industry are not 
supermen, but rather that they are 
bunglers who are unfit to manage. 


NAVY DAY IN GOPHER PRAIRIE 
(From the Daily Worker, Commun- 
ist.) 

T’S a hard job to get the Atlantic 

fleet to parade up and down 
Main street and make all the pa- 
triotic hearts rejoice while awesome 
workers have their hats knocked 
off’ by ebullient sons of profiteers. 
However, the Navy did the best it 
could to raise the fervor of back- 
country folk for more and bigger 
battleships. 


In the great cities, where the 
working class has been well fed on 
such bunk, the absence of armored 
cruisers was particularly annoying. 
The best that could be done was 
some papers on “port administra- 
tion” read before the absent-mind- 
ed members of engineering societies 
who had been inveigled into coming 
to a meeting in hope of wetting 
their lips with liquids too costly to 
float a battleship.

000 it represents a minimum income of $70,000; 
if the tax is $20,000 the income is at least $96,000; 
if the tax is $46,000 the income must be $150,000, 
and if the tax is $70,000 the income must be at least 
$200,000 a year. Above the $100,000 mark of taxes 
the tax represents about 50 per cent of the income. 
Thus if the tax is $1,000,000 the income is at least

AM not superstitious. I believe neither in 
witches, demons nor ghosts..

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New Kind of Bear is Discovered 


Hornaday because the British 
Columbia zoologist carried on 
the investigations which estab- 
lished the existence of the new 
species. 

Ursus Kermodei is what Bret 
Harte’s hero said of the baby 
that became the “luck’’ of 
Roaring.Camp—‘‘an amusin’ little cuss.”’ In the first 
place, he is truly little; he'll never be much bigger. 
The new bear, full grown, looks like a cub, so far as 
size goes. Nobody will dispute that all bears are 
amusing, in certain respects; and little bears are 
more so than big bears. As to this one’s being 
“‘a cuss,’ that’s just a way of saying it. The many 
ladies and children who have called upon him de- 
clare, unanimously, that he’s ‘“‘a dear.”’ 


One reason why he is such a dear is that he is 
white-——a rich creamy white. Another reason is that 
he has brown eyes, unmistakably brown, beautiful 
eyes. Bear in mind his whiteness and the brownness 
of his eyes, they being primarily important in prov- 
ing him something other than an ordinary bear. 
Bear in mind also his diminutive adult size, which 
also is significant in that direction. White, brown- 
eyed, diminutive—-he is the only bear of his kind 
that ever came out of the wilderness alive and hun- 
gry. Hides of some of his kin have come out, but 
never until just a few weeks ago a live bear like this 
official emissary of the new-found Ursus Kermodei 
family. 

It has required 20 years’ efforts for Ursus Ker- 
modei to establish himself, or rather to be estab- 
lished in spite of himself, as something new to sci- 
entists under the sun. The present specimen, who is 
attracting to the Victoria museum many scientific 
students of wild life in addition to the thousands 
who go to see him through curiosity, had nothing 
whatever to do, save unintentionally, in earning his 


honors. 

The fact of the matter is that he went and climbed 
a tree instead of helping folks to get him out of the 
wilderness and into the books where Latin frequently 
fights a round or so with English. Generation after 
generation of bears back of this one lived and died 
without ever suspecting that they were anvthing 
out of the ordinary. That was chiefly because they 
inhabited an island—a couple of islands, to be exact 
—__so remote from the main-sailed ways that the 
world outside passed them by without knowing they 


were there. 

But this last statement should be qualified. A 
certain section of the world, more or less scientific, 
knew they were there. This section knew that some 
small white bears were native to those remote is- 
lands, but it didn’t know that those were bears of a 
species never before known to civilized man. ; There 
was a strong suspicion that they were something dif- 
ferent, but no confirmation. 

A number of hides of small, cream-colored bears, 
only about 30 altogether, it is said, have come out 
of the island country off the British Columbia coast 
in recent years. Indian natives of other {slands, or 
of the coastal region, have marketed the skins. It 
was assumed at the fur centers, such as St. Louis 
and New York, that these hides belonged to polar 
bear cubs. Some time ago one of the white os 
came under the observation of Dr. Hornaday. His 
professional curiosity was aroused. He got in so 
munication with Director Kermode of Victoria, who 
had been telling people for years that in his opin-

ion these little white bearskins represented a hith- 
erto unknown species. 

Certain signs and symptoms too scientific to be of 
general interest convinced Dr. Hornaday that Mr. 
Kermode was correct in his opinion. Consequently 
the New York expert complimented the British Co- 
lumbian expert by diving into the Dead Sea of Latin 
and fishing up a family name for the little white 
bear with the beautiful brown eves. 


Before going further into details of the wrangle 
that has been under way in natural history circles 
for two decades, let us tell briefly of the adventure 
which resulted in the capture of Ursus Kermodet 
and the clinching of the Kermodean claim—the close 
of the wrangle. About the middle of the September 
just past, two Indians in a canoe landed on the rock- 
bound beach of Princess Roval Island, off the shore 
of British Columbia, a little to the south of Prince 
Rupert Isiand. Nobody lives on Princess Roval— 
nobody but a few little white bears and some other 
animals that don't count in this connection The 
Indians dragged their craft to a safe point ashore 
and ventured inland. Thev found the island as 
wild as any place imaginable. There were trees and 
shrubbery and grass and rocks, and a large lone- 
someness. 

Those Indians were hunting any sort of animal 
that might yield food or fur. Suddenly the¥ came 
upon the rural residence of a smal! white mother bear 
and two sizeable cubs. As arule, a mother bear will 
stand by to protect her cubs, even to the death. 
This one, probably because she never had seen a hu- 
man being before and therefore was unaware of 
the intentions of these intruders, ran away. Maybe 
she thought her babies would follow her. Anyhow, 
she left them to take care of themselves. 

The two cubs climbed a tree. No doubt they fig- 
ured that Indians couldn't catch them when they 
were up a tree. In this they were half-way right, 
for one of the cubs got away, and, let us hope, re- 
joined its mother. The other fell into the hands of 
the hunters, who tied him up and tossed him into 
their canoe. 

The captors took their prize to the pulp settle- 
ment of Powell River, where men were felling trees 
to be made over into print paper-—the kind used in 
printing the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine, for in- 
stance. In this settlement was a white man who 
had considerable knowledge of natural history. He 
had heard about the little white bears of Princess 
Roya! Island, and of Gribble Island, near by. All 
the white pelts that had been marketed had come 
from one or the other of these islands. This ama- 
teur naturalist was more or less acquainted with the 
quarrel between zoologists over the identity of the 
island bears. He believed that he could make a 
handsome sum of money if he could get possession 
of this specimen and dispose of it to some museum 
in Eastern Canada or the United States. 

After a lot of dickering he bought the bear for 
$80. He took it to Vancouver, B. C., and began 
negotiating with museums and zoological gardens in 
the East. But when the Game Department of Brit- 
ish Columbia heard of the cub’s presence and owner- 
ship, something else happened. It is against the law 
in that country to have a bear cub in private pos- 
session. The man was aware of the law. A war- 
rant was sworn out for his arrest. He saw an officer 
approaching to serve the warrant.

N HIS laboratory at Sheffield, England, a well- 
known man of learning works away hopefully 
at science’s latest investigation. It is the 
search for a way to disrupt the atom and thus 
to release vast stores of energy: not only sci- 
ence’s latest quest but probably the most im- 
portant and unquestionably the most sensa- 
tional. 

And the general public, in England at least, views 
the undertaking with mixed emotions. 

Cable news, not long ago, told of the alarm which 
was felt in some quarters over the possibility that 
this problem would be solved—to the tune.of fright- 
ful explosions which would spread ruin and death in 
their wake. 

Especially in Sheffield, it appeared, was there 
anxiety lest the atomic energy when unleashed 
should prove to be uncontrollable, domolishing the 
laboratory, the professor and the town itself. 

People farther away from the laboratory, as re- 
ported in a few instances, feared that atomic en- 
ergy turned loose in Sheffield might not be sated 
with wiping out that town. With demoniac fury 
it might spread to surrounding localities, or precipi- 
tate new explosions of the same sort. And detona- 


tion might follow upon detonation, as ripples spread 
out when a stone is dropped into the center of a 
pool.

Let it be said at once that practically all scientific 
men dismiss these fears as ridiculous. Atomic en- 
ergy may well turn out to be a. dangerous force, at 
first, before man has learned to govern it. But that 
atomic energy would bring about even a city-wide 
disaster is so unlikely as to be hardly worth dis- 
cussion. : 

It may wreck the laboratory in which first it is 
freed from the imprisoning atomic structure. And 
it may injure or kill its discoverers. 

“There won’t be much left of the first investigator 
who releases atomic energy,” a professor at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has stated.

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Supposed, the release of a vast amount 
of energy. 

“Further, if it were in some way pos- 
sible to blow an electron out of its or- 
bit near the nucleus, sooner or later its 
place would be taken by an electron 
from one of the outer orbits of the atom. 
When this occurs, a great amount of 
energy will be radiated out in the form 
of very high-frequency waves.” 

Then Dr. Wall takes up the theory 
of the work upon which he is engaged 
in that Sheffield laboratory. 

“The essential feature of the method 
by which the author is attempting to 
interfere with the structure of the 
atom, and particularly with the orbits of 
the electrons, is the use of extremely 
intense magnetic fields produced arti- 
ficially and impressed on the atom. In 
accordance with well-known principles 
of electrical engineering, if very intense 
magnetic fields are impressed on the 
rapidly revolving electrons, they become 
subjected to a disturbing force, and con- 
sequently their orbits will be corres- 
pondingly affected. 

“In other words, electrons from the 
inner portions of the atoms may be 
blown out of their paths, with a cor- 
responding release of enerzy in the form 
of high-frequency waves. 

“If the distarbance of the electronic 
orbits also results in the penetration of 
the nucleus by some of the electrons, 
transmutation of the element will be 
accomplished. If the expulsion of some 
of the excess positive charge of the 
nucieus is affected, it will be accom- 
panied by the release of some of the 
atomic energy.” 

At first, Dr. Wall concentrated his 

efforts on developing a new method for 
producing extremely intense magnetie 
jelds and impressing them in a suitable 
manner on the atoms of the material 
under test. At the present time he can 
obtain magnetic fields which are approx- 
imately 20 times more intense than any 
hitherto produced. 

Why was a piece of steel chosen for 
the test? Dr. Wall explains the reason. 
It is known that the peculiar property 
of magnetism which is associated with 
steel] (and also with iron) is due to spe- 
cial groupings of the rapidly revolving 
electrons in the atoms of the steel. The 
electrons speeding round in their orbits 
are identical im their effects with elec- 
tric currents circulating within the 
atoms, and thus the fact is accounted 
for that steel can be magnetized. He 
says: 

“Now. if the result of the author's 
experiments is that the peculiar group- 
ings of the electrons in the atoms are 


‘| disturbed. the magnetic qualities of the 


stee] will be modified——that is to say, 
the steel may be rendered capable of 
muck greater magnetization, or, on the 
other hand, its magnetic qualities may 
be impaired. In any case, if the mag- 
netic qualities do alter, it is a clear in- 
dication that the grouping of the elec- 
trons is being disturbed.”’ 

Round about the four-inch length of 
steel tubing are wound several layers of 
thick. insulated copper wire, and the 
whole is immersed in a large glass tank 
filled with transformer oil. A group 
of static condensers—apparatus for 
storing large quantities of electricity— 
is charged to a high voltage, and then 
suddenly discharged through the oil- 
immersed copper coil, which is called 
the solenoid. 

The result is that for the small frac- 
tion of a second an extremely powerful 
oscillating current flows in the coil. 
This current gives rise to a correspond- 
ingly intense magnetic field, which 
passes through the material of the steel 
tube in a longitudinal direction. The 
apparatus is powerful enough to permit 
of 200,000 horsepower being supplied to 
the coil for a very small interval of 


time. 


Dr. Wall never expected that a single 
application of even such tremendous 
power would suffice to produce any ap- 
preciable effect on the atomic structure. 
So he devised apparatus by means of 
which the power can be applied at reg- 
ular intervals over prolonged periods of 
time. This is done with an oscillating 
lever switch, driven by a small motor. 
The gearing between motor and switch 
is variable, and such that the lever of 
the switch may make one complete os- 
cillation in about three minutes. 

When the oscillating lever switch is 
in position for the charging process, the 
electric generator sends a current from 
its positive terminal through a buffer 
resistance, through the mercury cup 
contact of the switch and so to one 
set of terminals of the static condensers. 
The negative terminal of the generator 
is connected to the other set of 
terminals of the _ static condensers. 
The oscillating switch maintains this 
connection, say, for abont one and one- 
half minutes, so that the condensers be- 
eome fully charged with a large quan- 
tity of electricity. 

The switch then snaps over to the 
other side, with the result that the cir- 
eunit of the electric generator is first 
opened, and then the switch closes into 
the other mercury cup. The static con- 
densers are thereby connected to the 
oll-immersed coil which embraces the 
piece of steel tube. Consequently, an 
extremely heavy current flows through 


this coil and produces a very intense) 


magnetic field through the steel tube. 

So much for the technical side of the 
Sheffield experiments, which Dr. Wall 
describes in a recent issue of the Ilus- 
trated London News. Of more general 
interest is his comment: 

“The peculiar fascination of the prob- 
lem of disrupting the atom lies in the 
well-founded belief that vast. stores of 
energy would thus be rendered acces- 
sible for useful purposes. It is believed 
that the energy so obtainable would be 
sufficient to drive all the machinery 
in the world for an indefinite period. 
The immediate consequence of this 
would be that coal and oil fuel would 
become practically obsolete. 


“The experimental] results so far ob 
tained by the author indicate that at 
least one remarkable incidental effect 
is taking place—-namely, when the very 
intense magnetic fields are produced in- 
side the copper coil, a kind of instability 
of the electric resistance of the coils ap 
pears. This phenomenon is being ex- 
amined and may lead to far-reaching 
practical applications.” 

There has been much speculation con- 
cerning the way in which the interna! 
energy of the atom would become evi- 
dent if the atomic structure were dis- 
rupted. Would the manifestation be in 
the form of catastrophic disturbances of 
matter, or as rays of energy of some 
type at present unknown? No satisfac- 
tory anmswer can be given at present. 
says the author, and it is only by cau- 
tions, direct experiment that any defi- 
nite knowledge can be obtained. 

And Dr. Wall concludes the discus- 
sion of his research as follows: 


“From a practical point of view, per 
haps the most important matter, if dis 
ruption were obtained, would be ths 
possibility of controlling the energy so 
released. The solution to this problem 
may not be easily found, but it may be 
said with almost absolute certainty 
that there will be no insuperable diffi 
culty. 

“Probably one of the most promising 
methods of controlling the energy would 
be by intense magnetic fields, and it is 
eonceivable that, by these means, the 
released energy may be concentrated 
and manipulated in the form of a beam 
or ray, so as to be available for use in
